The heavy explosions spread new 
ruin throughout London, and suc- 
cessive reports raised the toll of 
dead and injured in the busy 
streets. 

All the passengers of the 
wrecked bus were believed to have 
been killed. 

The Air Ministry issued a report 
tonight asserting that the morning 
attacks on London caused “little 
damage and few casualties.” 

It added that enemy aircraft, 
unable to penetrate inland, 
‘alropped bombs indiscriminately on 
coastal towns in Kent and Sussex, 
damaging houses and commercial 
buildings and killing and injuring 
a number of persons.” 


New Raids Begin. 


Only a few hours elapsed  be- 
tween the dawn let-up and the 
first of the daylight attacks on 
London. 

Loud explosions were heard even 
before any of the high-flying 
bombers were seen. Many persons 
fled to shelters along the way to 
work, other stayed in the streets 
for a while to watch the first doz- 
en bombers diving in and out of 
shell-burst patterns of anti-aircraft 
fire. 

Of the three formations of Ger- 
man planes first seen over the 
southeast coast headed up _ the 
Thames, the last was heavily at- 
tacked by British defense aircraft 
and diverted to the south. The 
formations al] were described as 
large. 

The Exchange Telegraph Agency 
reported the first raiders sprinkled 
explosives indiscriminately over the 
city. 


beneath the debris. 

British and German planes bat- 
tled over the city for half an hour 
before the first attack ended. 

One explosion smashed several 
shops and killed two men huddled 
in the door of a restaurant. One 
hospital reported some casualties, 
apparently from a bomb hit near its 
buildings. 

Other casualties were caused by 
a bomb which tore a crater in a 
courtyard. 

Along the street where the bus 
was smashed, Air Raid Precautions 
squads dug into the rubble heaps 
of smashed shop fronts where oth- 
er persons were believed buried or 
trapped. 3 

A British reporter’ telephoned 
that “the hundred or so A. R. P. 
workers were doing all they could 
for victims who lay amid the wreck- 
age.” 

Fronts of the buildings on the 
opposite side of the street also were 
Shattered by the blast. Bricks and 
glass fragments were strewn over| 
hundreds of yards of roadway. 

“Ten yards from the smashed 
shops,” the British reporter said, 
“stood the bus with its back and 
One side torn away and seats piled 
into a tangled mass.” 

Shelter Blown Over House. 

One bomb fell into a _ garden, 
blowing a small, private shelter 
over the top of an adjoining house 
and into a street. No one was in 
the shelter. Occupants of the 
house had left a few minutes 
earlier on their way to work. 

Another high explosive bomb 
killed two persons and injured 
eight in a group of buildings de- 
molished in another section of the 
city. A girl walking in front of the 
buildings was one of those killed. 
Two police cars were wrecked. 

The Exchange Telegraph report- 
ed that after noon bodies still were 
being recovered from rubble heaps 
and bomb ruins, 

One worker at a street booth 
said “the alert had sounded but 
many people kept on walking until 
heavy gunfire was heard. I dived 
behind my kiosk (booth). Suddenly 
there was a terrific crash and I 
was blown against the side of the 
kiosk.” 

‘Dust rose in a huge cloud,” the 
worker said. “One man was hurled 
20 yards into a row of telephone 
‘boxes and was hurt badly. Many 
people were injured severely by fly- 
ing glass.”

Heavy Defense Fire. 


There was a lull after the first 
bombings, then heavy anti-aircraft 
fire broke out again from. the 
ground batteries ringing the city. 

Most of the attackers apparently 
still were too high to be seen, 
One formation of Nazi planes 
could be traced by faint smoke 
trails against the sky. 

Other smoke streaks indicated 
that British fighter planes swept 
in to the attack. Some of the Brit- 
ish defense planes were low enough 
to be seen as they climbed speedily 
to join the dog-fighting. 

Some bombs smashed into a pas- 
Sage way between a large block of 
offices and a wine shop. One fell in 
the center of a busy street. 

Another hit the top of a _ build- 
ing, sending large chunks of 
masonry flying into the street. 

Eyewitness Account. 

A man near the building at the 
time said: 

“The street was crowded with 
busses and other traffic and there 
was the usual throng of walkers. 
“Suddenly I heard thé whine of a 
bomb and everybody made a dash 
for doorways. The explosion shook 
buildings all around. 

“One bomb fell by the side of a 
building in which three men were 
in a cellar. Two of them came 
out almost immediately. They had 


overturning a horse-drawn cart 
and killing the driver, two attend- 
ants at a public bathhouse and 
two children in a flat. 

A bus conductor was fatally in- 
jured by a bomb which broke a 
gas main and started a big blaze.

BUCHAREST, Oct. 8 (AP).—Sir 
Reginald Hoare, the British Minis- 
ter, asked the Rumanian Govern- 
ment today to “elucidate the situa- 


tion arising out of the apparent in- 
tention to garrison German troops 
at strategic places in Rumania.” | 

In British official circles it was 
said that the reply of the Rumanian 
Government to this inquiry would 
decide whether the British Minister 
would remain in Bucharest_ or 
withdraw. 


These informants said “an intol- 
erable situation” has arisen for the 
British in Rumania because of 
what they describe as ill treatment 
of British subjects, several of 
whom have been arrested recently.

London Express Raises Issue of 
Bombing Rumanian Oil Field. 
LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP).—Today’s 

Daily Express headlined its report 

that Nazi troops had arrived in 

Rumania with: “They sold Rvu- 

mania at the Brenner Pass’’—a ref- 

erence to the meeting of Fuehrer 

Adolf Hitler and Premier Benito 

Mussolini last week. 

The Express published by Lord 
Beaverbrook, Britis’ Aircraft Pro- 
duction Minister, declared: “So the 
cry wil go up— mb the Rumanian 
oil wells. That is a big job and 
one for the experts. But if it is pos- 
sible, then there is another military 
objective for the broad shoulders 
of the B. A. F..” 

Observers pointed out any such 
British move would be a diplomat- 
ic ¢ well as military problem. The 
only way British planes could 
reach Rumania from accessible 
bases would be across countries 
either neutral or non-belligerent. 

Turkey’s role in any extension 
of activity to the Balkans was 


considered the big question mark 
of the Near East air map. Turkey, 
Britain’s Mediterranean friend 
whose is guard the Dardanelles, 
is only 300 air miles from Bucha- 
rest. One London observer com- 
mented “Turkey will be true to 
her obligations under the British- 
Turkish treaty and may be expect- 
ed to resist any violent attempt to 
change the status quo in the Bal- 
kans.” 

Turkey is pledged by the trea- 
ty of Oct. 19, 1939, to give Britain 
“all assistance within its power” 
in the event of “any act of ag- 
gression by a European Power 
leading to war in the Mediter- 
ranean.” 

(Britain did not invoke the pact 
when Italy entered the war.)

BERLIN, Oct. 8 (AP).—Model

Only the riches of the New 
World, becoming increasingly avail- 
able, could counteract that, he said. 


On Relations With Spain. 


The Prime Minister emphasized 
Britain’s present desire to see 
Spain win back prosperity after the 
civil war. All Britain seeks, he said, 
is assurance that Spain will not be- 
come an avenye of supply for Brit- 
ain’s enemies. 

To that end measures of block- 
ade will always be carefully exam- 
ined on Spain’s behalf, he said. 

It is Britain’s hope, Churchill de- 
clared, that Spain will again “take 
her rightful place both as a great 
Mediterranean Power and as a 
leading and famous Power in the 
family of Europe and Christen- 
dom.” 


Italy, he said, has experiences 
ahead of it not foreseen when it 
declared war. 

As for reprisals on the German 
population, Churchill said “Our ob- 
ject must be to inflict the maxi- 
mum harm upon the war-making 
capacity of Germany and that is 
the only object we shall pursue.” 

Germany has sent over nearly 
400 long-range bombers on an av- 
erage every 24 hours since Sept. 
7, Churchill asserted, expressing 
doubt whether such sustained at- 
tack could be greatly enlarged by 
the Luftwaffe. 

“A month has passed since Herr 

Hitler turned his rage and malice 
on the civilian population of our 
great cities and particularly on 
London,” he continued. 
“Hitler declared in his speech 
on Sept. 4 that he would raze our 
cities to the ground and since then 
he has been trying to carry out 
his fell purpose. Naturally, the 
first question is to what extent 
the full strength of the German 
air force has been employed.,... 


Reduction in Raids. 


“Certainly there has been con- 
tinued falling off in the last week 
or 10 days. Since the heavy raid- 
ings began we have had a steady 
decline of casualties and damage 
to so-called vulnerable points. . . 

“We know exactly what we are 
doing in reply and the size of our 
own bomber forces, and from many 
sources open to us believe that 
German heavy bomber pilots are 
being worked at least as hard, and 
it may be a great deal harder, than 
our own and the strain on the 
bomber is considerable. 

“The bulk of them do not seem 
capable of anything beyond blind 
bombing. 

“On the whole we may, under 
‘all reserve, reach the provisional 
conclusion that the Germans’ av- 
erage effort against this country 
absorbs a very considerable part 
of their forces and strength. 

“I should not like to say we 
have the measure of their power, 
but we feel more confident now 
than we have ever been before.”

“been kept carefully out of air 
fighting.”

On Effect of Bombing. 


He continued: 

“We were told on Sept. 23 that 
22,000 tons of explosives had been 
discharged upon Great Britain since 
the beginning of the war and we 
were also told that on last Thurs- 
day a week, 251 tons had been dis- 
charged upon London in a single 
night, only a few tons less than 
the total dropped on the whole 
country throughout the last war. 

“One hundred and eighty persons 
were killed in London on that night. 
That is to say, it took a ton of 
bombs to kill three-quarters of 4 
person. In the last war, smail 
bombs of early patterns were used 
and killed 10 persons for every ton 
discharged in built-up aeas.... 

“That is a very remarkable fact 
feserving profound consideration. 
There can be only one explanation, 
that vastly improved methods of 
shelter have been adopted. 


“This appears not only to be re- 
markable but also reassuring, and 
it has also altered the course of 
the whole of the estimates we had 
made of the severity of the attacks 
to which we could be exposed. 
“Whereas we expected to sustain 
losses which might amount in a 
single night to 3000 killed and 13,000 
wounded—in a single night and 
night after night—up to last Satur- 
day air raid casualties were about 
8500 killed and 13,000 wounded,” 


Stresses Need of Shelters. 


Declaring the need for adequate 
shelters to be second only to the 
needs of the fighting services, 
Churchill said, “We must try to 
have a shelter with a sleeping bunk 
for everyone in the areas... liable 
to constant attack and... in the 
shortest possible time.” 

“People must be taught not to 
despise the small shelter,” Churchill 
said, adding that “dispersal is the 
sovereign remedy against heavy cas- 
ualties.”

He did not disclose any 
of these methods but warned “no 
jone must look forward to any re- 
lief merely because of the winter 
weather.” 


He also warned against any 
relaxation of vigilance against in- 
vasion “which we had been prom- 
ised every month and almost every 
week since the beginning of July.” 

“Do not let us be lured into sup- 
posing that the danger is past,” he 
said, remarking that “the enemy 
has certainly got prepared enough 
shipping and barges to throw half 
a million men in a single night on 
to the salt water or into it.”

SCALISE INDICTED ON 
INCOME TAX COUNTS 


Former Labor Leader Under 
Sentence for Stealing Funds 
of Union. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
George Scalise, already under sen- 
tence of 10 to 20 years in Sing Sing 
Penitentiary for stealing funds of 
the Service Workers’ Union he once 


headed, was indicted today by a 
Federal grand jury on charges of 
income tax evasion. 

The indictment, handed up to U. 
S. District Judge Marcus B. Camp- 
bell in Brooklyn, alleged the for- 
mer president of the Building Serv- 
ice Employes’ International Union 
(AFL), had failed to report $274,- 
373.35 in income during the years 
1937 to 1939. Scalise’s income, as 
president of the union during those 
years, the indictment asserted, was 
$314,643.35, of which he was ac- 
cused of reporting only $40,270. 

The indictment specified three 
counts—one for each year. The 
maximum penalty is five years in 
prison and $10,000 fine for each 
count, 

Assistant District Attorney James

ment, said he was making arrange- 
ments with District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey of Manhattan for 
Scalise to be brought to Brooklyn 
for arraignment, probably Thurs- 
day.

Differences in House. 

In the House, Democratic and 
Republican leaders were at logger- 
heads over the way a recess should 
be taken, and how long it should 
last. Speaker Rayburn and Demo- 
cratic Leader McCormack were 
seeking a recess until Nov. 18, with 
no strings attached. They were un- 
certain, however, how many Demo- 
crats would back them up, and a 
party check was ordered pending 
any further moves. 

Republican Leader Martin, sup- 
ported by his entire party member- 
ship, said a recess until Nov. 18 was 
too long and insisted that a plan be 
devised which would permit con- 
gressional leaders to recall the 
houses on brief notice. 

The Republicans discussed the 
matter at a conference late yester- 
day and Martin said afterward that 
he knew of no member of his party 
who would vote for the Nov. 18 re- 
cess. 

Martin’s Proposal®for Call. 

Martin said he favored three-day 
recesses but would entertain a reso- 
lution for a longer recess period on 
the condition that it permit any one 
of the House and Senate Democrat- 
ic or Republican leaders to recon- 
vene Congress on a few days’ no- 
tice. 

House Democratic leaders indicat- 
ed stern opposition to any such pro- 
cedure on the ground that it would 
be an insult to President Roosevelt, 


whose responsibility they said it was 


to reconvene the legislative branch 
whenever necessary. 

Rayburn said a decision could be 
expected within the next day or 
two. Other leaders predicted that if 
the Democrats did not win approval 
for a Nov. 18 resolution, the House 
would continue to meet daily with 
a roll call every day, to tell the 
country who was there and who 
was not.

Month of Forced Drill Tomorrow 


Eight to 10 Groups to Be Called in Next Year 
—Period Limited to 30 Days Because of 
Equipment Shortage, Need for Workers. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 8 (AP) —., 
Thirty thousand young Canadians 
will leave civilian life tomorrow 
for a month when Canada’s com- 
pulsory military training program 
goes into effect at 39 camps. 

After 30 days in uniform they 
will go back to their jobs and 
another group of single men, 21 
to 24 years old, will be called up 
for a month's training. 

With from eight to 10 training 
periods spread out over the next 
12 months, some 240,000 to 300,000 
recruits will have passed through 
the camps by October, 1941. 

They will receive a preliminary 
course of instruction, common to 
al’ branches of the> armed forces, 
designed to i't them for service if 
they decide to volunteer in the 
arm;, navy or air force. 

Approximately 1,000,000 single 
men in the 21-45 age group are 
available for such training if the 
program should be expanded. The 


National Mobilization Act limits 
their compulsory service to train- 
ing for home service “within Can- 
— or the territorial waters there- 
gg ae 

The period is limited.to 30 days 
in order to train as many men as 
possible with the existing limited 
equipment and to return them to 
their jobs quickly. They will con- 
tinu@gin their spare time the mili- 
tary training begun in camp. 

Men working in key defense in- 
dustries are permitted to post- 
pone their military training, but 
no one is exempt. The shortage 
of skilled workers indicates such 
— . will be numerous. 

Plans alBo have been announced 
for expansion of the Dominion- 
provincial youth traniing plan un- 
der which more than 22,000 young 
Canadians are being trained for 
war industry jobs or technical serv- 
ice with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force.

ran like rabbits. A French officer

TO THE PHILIPPINES,

certain central strategic facts stand 
out: 

The Philippines cannot be de- 
fended, in a military sense, against 
a Japan securely intrenched in 
Indo-China. Our forces could hold 
out a long time in the interior, but 
effective military possession of the 
islands would belong to Japan. 
They would be useless to us as a 
base, 

It is doubtful whether Singapore 
could be held long against a Jap- 
anese offensive from Indo-China. 


Singapore Problems. 


The American fleet cannot use 
Singapore as a base. It has no 
spare parts for American ships; the 
ammunition in its arsenals will not 
fit American guns. Even if these 
difficulties were overcome, our bat- 
tle fleet could not be sent there. 
At Singapore, it would be farther 
from our Pacific coast than Yoko- 
hama is. 

At present we are the parties in 
possession, but once we lose that 
possession, once the Japanese have 
the Dutch Indies and the Philip- 
pines, they can use their resources. 
On us would fall the immense la- 
bor of recapturing them from our 
nearest base at Hawaii. From Ha- 
waii to the Philippines and Dutch 
Indies is farther than from Ger- 
many to New York. An attempt 
by us to recover these places after 
the Japanese had once seized them 
would be more difficult than it 
would be for us to invade Germany 
with an army today. 

If the matter could be settled 
simply by pulling out of the East 
it would be different, but it cannot 
be settled that way. The lands to- 
ward which Japan is marching 
furnish us with essential raw ma- 
terials, chiefly rubber. Wouldn’t 
Japan let us have the rubber? May- 
‘be, if we came around with our 
hats in our hands and ‘agreed to 
‘dismantle the Hawaiian naval base 
lin return. 


Embargo and Blockade. 


At present we and nations friend- 
ly with us, who live our way of 
life, are in possession of those South 
Sea resources. While we are in 
/possession it would seem the most 
elementary strategic sense to stop 
Japan—by an embargo and com- 
‘mercial blockade, if we can. It is 
altogether probable that the Japa- 
‘nese would back down now at the 
threat of force. Even the Japanese 
military caste can see that they 
would have a dead losing right on 
their hands nuder present condi- 
tions. But those conditions will 
not last long.

LAWYERS DEBATE PLAN 
T0 APPOINT JUDGES 


Clif Langsdale, Kansas City, 
and J. Wesley McAfee Take 
Opposing Sides. 


Arguments for and against adop- 
tion at the polls Nov. 5 of the 
Non-Partisan Court Plan, spon- 
sored » the Missouri Institute for 
Administration of Justice as a 
means of taking the judiciary out 
of politics, were given last night 
at a meeting of the St. Louis Law- 
vers’ Association at the Artists 
Guild, 812 Union boulevard. 

Opposition to the plan was ex- 
pressed by the scheduled speaker, 
Clif Langsdale of Kansas City, for- 
mer president of the Kansas City 
Bar Association, who argued that 
the plan, which provides for in- 
itial appointment of judges by the 
Governor with the voters retain- 
ing the right to reject or confirm 
the appointee after a certain peri- 
od in office, would take selection 
aw: from the voting public. 

Urging adoption of the plan, for- 
mer Circuit Judge J. Wesley Mc- 
Afee declared that under the pres- 
ent system judges in big cities in 
reality were not elected by the 
voters but were swept into office 
as voters expressed their stand on 
current issues without knowing 
whether they were removing in- 
competent judges or electing good 
ones. 

Voters Don’t Know Candidates. 

“The average layman cannot 
name more than three or four can- 
didates for the bench,” he said. “In 
a landslide the finest judges are 
swept out with the weakest.” He 
argued that the plan would permit 
judges to stay out of politics and 
not enter the political arena as a 
candidate for office. 

Langsdale contended the plan 
would enmesh the judiciary deeper 
in politics as the Governor would 
be in a position to control the non- 
partisan judicial commissions 
which would recommend names of 
persons to be appointed by him. 

Referring to the proposed Appel- 
late Judicial Commission, to make 
nominations for appointments to 
the State Supreme Court and the 
three Courts of Appeals, he pointed 
out that the Governor would name 
the three lay members and asserted 
that a politically-minded Governor 
might find a way to control nam- 
ing of at least one of the three 
lawyer members. The seventh mem- 
ber would be Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

Check on Governor. 

McAfee pointed out that the plan 
provided for a check on the Gover- 
nor in giving to the Supreme Court 
the power to fix the terms of the 
members of the judicial commis- 
sions. The terms, he said, could be 
staggered so that no one Governor 
could use the plan to his own ends. 

Langsdale asserted that under 
the plan Judges elected in Novem- 
ber would be “frozen” in office. 
“Who among you lawyers who have 
cases in his court will go out and 
fight against him when he merely 
has to run on his record?” he 
asked. 

Under the plan a Circuit Judge 
elected for a six-year term next

ROOSEVELT'S JOKE 
ON NEW YORK TIMES 


Background of Press Confer- 
ence Reading of Rome Dis- 
patch on Axis and Election.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8&—When 
President Roosevelt read last week 
from a Rome dispatch saying the 
Axis powers wanted him defeated 
for re-election, he was getting back 
at the newspaper that printed that 
dispatch—the New York Times. 


This, at any rate, is the explanation 
of certain of his advisers. 

The background story that they 
tell is revealing of the President’s 
temperamental inability to resist a 
joke that may put an adversary in 
a ludicrous or difficult position. 
Reading the New York Times in 
bed on Friday morning, the Presi- 
dent noticed a Rome dispatch from 
Herbert Matthews, which stated 
that it was obviously the hope of 
the Axis to defeat Roosevelt. This 
dispatch had, of course, been passed 
by the official Italian censor. 

Recently the Times has sharply 
attacked Henry A. Wallace, candi- 
date for Vice-President, and Gov. 
Herbert H. Lehman of New York 
for saying this very thing in the 
course of campaign speeches, Here 
was a joke that was too good to 
pass up—the Times confounding it- 
self in its own news columns. It 
is safe to assume, moreover, that 
the President was sensitive to the 
New York Times’ declaration for 
Wendell Willkie three weeks ago. 

Carefully the President marked 
news 
story. The proper question was 
planted with a newspaper reporter 
and the President triumphantly 
read the passage from the Rome 
dispatch. 

Of course, the President, being 
a politician of no mean capacity, 
knew exactly what effect this state- 
ment would have in the country; 
but also, if his advisers are to

“From your discussion about the police officers in North- 

western’s new Traffic Institute, I’m almost led to believe 
that cops are becoming high hat,” he spoke good naturedly. 
“You don’t mean to tell me that 
policemen are going collegiate, do 
you? What will the jokesters do 
now when they can’t poke fun at 
the dumb cops any longer? But 
seriously, Dr. Crane, how do you 
find the policemen in the class- 
room? Do they compare favorably 
or unfavorably with the average 
college student?” 
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DIAGNOSIS: Policemen as a 
group have probably always been 
above average in their  intelli- 
gence, for their duties are varied 
and the demands pute upon them 
range all the way from actually shooting it out with danger- 
ous crimjnals, to knowing law and practical medicine. But in 
recent years there has been a growing tendency to select high 
school graduates and even college men for police work. Modern 
police science is ultimately going to approach the standing of 
a profession, and the schools for police officers will begin to 
attain some of the distinction accorded West Point and Annap- 
olis, where we train military officers. Last semester I had a 
class of men, ranging in ages from 25 to 35, in my Applied Psy- 
chology class at our Traffic Institute. These were all experi-

enced policemen. 


THEY ARE studying numerous courses which will equip 
them to become better traffic officers. Among other subjects, 
they take public speaking, public relations work, applied phy- 
chology, first aid and personnel problems. They expect to help 
educate the public to better safety standards in their respective 
communities. They likewise will endeavor to improve the think- 
ing of their own police force, and bring in new ideas. Obviously, 
this picked group was above the average. The men were chosen 
from numerous applicants. They are here for a year on annual 
fellowships of $1200, provided by the Kemper Foundation and 
the Alfred P. Sloan Jr. Safety Awards. To show you the caliber 
of their “mental horsepower” or abstract intelligence, I might 
cite their scores on the Army Alpha intelligence test. 
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AT LEAST 5000 college students have taken this test under 
my own supervision. The median score for my evening classes 
at Northwestern University has always ranged from 138 to 143. 
In my day classes at Evanston, it usually falls at about 155. 
But the median score for these policemen was 162. That is the 
highest class median I have ever encountered in all my teach- 
ing, both here and in the East. These men, therefore, are quick 
on the trigger mentally, as well as with.their revolvers. They 
are literally brilliant. The influence of this type of man upon 
our police departments throughout America is going to be ad- 
mirable. More power to them! Police science is now a real pro- 
fessjon.

She Has Whole Town Singing of America 


It Began When Mrs. C. B. Knox Ordered Patriotic Music Played in Her Factory

JOHNSTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 8. 

HIS’) quiet, lovely old town 

which was nestling at the foot 

of the Adirondacks before the 
French and Indian wars, literally 
hums today with patriotic tunes, 
Here, where the last important bat- 
tle of the Revolutionary War was 
fought, men, women and children 
go their ways humming the songs 
that are America’s anthems. 

Like so many of Johnstown’s 
good works, this musical outpour- 
ing can be traced to the town’s 
No. 1 citizen and tycooness, Mrs. 
Charles B. Knox, one of the oldest 
and most conspicuously successful 
of all American business and Ca- 
reer women. 

The whole town started humming 
with patriotic fervor a few months 
ago when Mrs. Knox decided that 
the gelatine factory, which bears 
the family name and which she has 
run for the last 32 of her vigorous 
82 years, should open and close 
with a daily recital of America’s 
own songs and music. 

“In a small way, I simply want- 
ed to rouse a few Americans to the 
pride and joy of their heritage,” 
Mrs. Knox, who will be 83 years 
old Nov. 18, said today as she sat 
behind an enormous flat-topped 
desk in the plain office from which 
she has conducted an international- 
ly known business for more than 
three decades. 

She ordered an electric music 
box and a loud speaker system in- 
stalled at the big white factory. 
She bought the best possible rec- 
ords of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” “America,” “God Bless Amer- 
ica,” “Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean,” “Stars and Stripes For- 
ever” and similar musical works. 

Next Mrs. Knox ordered a 15-min- 
ute song festival to be broadcast 
over her loud speaker system from 


the verses and chorus of this song. 

“The Star Spangled Banner” is 
never played except at 5 p. m. on 
Friday, the close of the factory’s 
five-day week, which Mrs. Knox 
installed early in her career as head 


7:45 to 8 a. m., when the business 
day begins. Almost invariably the 
last song played before wheels be- 
gin to turn is “God Bless America,” 
Mrs. Knox’s favorite. Everyone, as 
he starts his daily chores, joins in 


of the firm she inherited in 1908 on 
the death of her husband. 

“Then everyone stands at atten- 
tion,” she said, “and we all sing 
one verse and a chorus of the na- 
tional anthem. Otherwise, we en- 
joy our music quite informally and 
it has become a part of us. My 
people really love it.” 

Because she likes the song so 
much and because she is always 
giving something to schools and 


school children, Mrs. Knox had the” 


words of “God Bless America” 
printed on white vellum and dis- 
tributed in the Johnstown schools. 
Now the schools open their daily 
assemblies with this song. And be- 
cause of the school children and the 
factory workers, who form a con- 
siderable wedge in the town’s pop- 
ulation, Johnstown itself is hum- 
ming patriotically. 

This brisk, amazing octogenarian 
{is still in active charge of her fac- 
tory. She heads the works as 
president, with her son, James 
Knox as vice-president. Rain or 
shine, she is at her office every 
day. Anyone who envisions an oc- 
togenarian as a dear old soul in 
shawl and bonnet, a la Helen 
Hayes’ Queen Victoria, is due for 
a rude awakening in Mrs. Knox. 

Mrs. Knox looks not a day. over 
60 and gets around as briskly as a 
woman half her years. As for bon- 
nets and shawls—she doesn’t even 
own a dog collar. She is a picture 
of what the well dressed business 
woman wears, 

In all her years as a business 
executive, she has never had any 
labor troubles and more than 80 
per cent of her employes have been 
with her for more than a quarter 
of a century. 

“There is only one door to this 
factory and that is the front one,” 
she said. “We are all ladies and 
gentlemen together, and everyone 
who works here comes in and goes 
out by that door.”

A colleague of mine who is a 


specialist in nose and throat dis- 
eases has a great deal of work 
among school children. He tells 
me of a typical case of a little boy 
whose mother brought him to the 
doctor’s office to consult about hav- 
ing the tonsils removed. The boy 
had steadily failed to gain weight. 
The doctor, somewhat to the moth- 
er’s surprise, instead of examining 
the boy’s throat, began to ask ques- 
tions. He found out that besides 
going to school, the child went to 
the movies three nights a week and 
had a piano lesson and a dancing 
lesson and Sunday school. 


A normal child who does not 
complain of fatigue. should, of 
course, be let alone to play as much 
as he likes and spend his heaven- 
Sent energy any way he chooses. 
Fatigue, however, is a signal from 
nature, and we should be respon- 
sive to it in the most natural way 
in the world, which is ‘to control 
the expenditure of energy. This 
includes emotional as well as phys- 
ical expenditure. Along this line, 
stop fussing with children about 
what they eat—if they prefer candy 
to carrots, spinach and salad, it 
simply proves that some deep in- 
Stinct is telling them that candy 
supplies energy quicker than rabbit 
food.

Movie-Struck Kids Give Him a Headache 


Billy Grady, Talent Scout Extraordinary, Says Road to Film Career Is Paved With Hard Work

traordinary and something of 
an extraordinary gent all the 
Way around. was holding his head 
when I walked into his bungalow- 
office on the M-G-M lot the other 
morning.

“Heck, no,” groaned the usually 
gay Mr. Grady, waving a letter 
written on a hunk of butcher pa- 
per under my nose. “Read this.” 

The penciled letter was from a 
young man who informed Grady 
that he wolud arrive in Hollywood 
by bus on the following Tuesday 
and thought it would be awfully 
nice if the all-powerful. Grady 
would meet him at the bus station 
at Sixth and Vermont and give him 
a job in the movies. 

As an executive in charge of all 
new talent at M-G-M, Grady re- 
ceives hundreds of letters each day 
from movie-struck young men and 
women. He tours the country with 
an eagle eye for new talent and he 
has a roving staff of scouts beating 
the bushes and watching the Little 
Theaters all over the country for 
kids who show that unmistakable 
gleam of movie genius. 

“If these kids could only be 
convinced of the fact that if they’ve 
got the stuff, we’ll ferret them out,” 
Grady sighed. “But no, they’ve 
got to get themselves out here to 
Hollywood and get their poor lit- 
tle hearts well cracked, before 
they'll ever believe that the royal 
road into pictures is simply one of 
hard work.” 

Grady’s advice to the gals who 
think themselves another Loy or 
Lana Turner and to the boys who 
see in themselves another Gable 
or Boyer, is to stay away from 
Hollywood and begin at home in 
their local Little Theaters. 

“The very first thing to do is to 
investigate the Little Theater,” he 
explained. “If the head of it has 
had good experience, then pitch in; 
but if the guy running the thing 
is just some ham actor running a 
racket, then go to some other town. 
Bad theatrical habits learned in the 
beginning can make a ham of you 
for life.” 

The way Grady paints the pic- 
ture, the path that leads to the 
movies is a pretty bumpy thorough- 
fare. First you squeeze every drop 
of experience you can get out of 
your local Little Theater and then 
you set out for the big city to look 
for a job on the stage or in radio. 
You won’t get one right away, un- 
less you’re extra lucky, and so for 
a couple of years you wash dishes 
or sweep streets for a living and 
live in a garret on crusts’ and 
water while you hoard your dimes 
for dramatic lessons. Then you 
finally either give up or get a job. 
If you get the job, you don’t have 
to worry about the movie scouts 
seeing you. If they think you’ve 
got what it takes for the movies, 
you'll get a test and then before 
you ever get a contract, you’ve got 
to convince the chief, Billy Grady, 
that you’re worth investing in. 


“The minute a gal walks into my 
office, I can tell if I’m interested 
or not,” Grady says, “If she’s got 
the stuff, I'll spend a million on

The Child's Beauty

HE child’s beauty routine 
T snoura include regular shampoo- 

ing, correct skin cleansing, daily 
brushing of the teeth and regular 
trips to the dentist. 

The hair should be shampooed 
every two weeks or even oftener if 
necessary. Use warm water, a mild 
liquid shampoo that lathers well. 
You may lather twice, but be sure 
to rinse off all the soap. Dry im- 
mediately with a towel. Special 
rinses and scalp lotions are seldom 
necessary for children if the scalp 
is healthy. Itching usually means 
only that a shampoo is needed. 

The hair may be brushed for five 
minutes every day, going over the 
entire head thoroughly but gently. 
And be sure that little daughter 
has her own personal comb and 
brush which should be washed at 
least as often as the hair is sham- 
pooed. 

The faces of young’ children 
should be washed with plajn water, 
no.soap. As they get older, espe- 
cially as they approach the teens, 
the oil glands tend to become more 
active and a mild soap may be nec- 
essary. Soap is of course used on 
the child’s body from infancy. 

Teach your child how to care for

her nails, how to wash them with 
a soft brush or cloth, cleaning un- 
der them with an orange stick. 
You can cut or file them smooth 
for her until she’s old enough to do 
it herself. Torn nails, hangnails, 
roughnesses, should be taken care 
of every day, as they encourage

nail biting and hangnails may lead 
to infection. 

Brushing the teeth morning and 
night should be established as a 
fixed habit in early childhood. Ask 
your dentist to show your child 
how to brush her teeth with the 
sweeping motion that cleans be- 
tween the teeth. And don’t forget 
that dental check-up every six 
months, to take care of tooth de- 
cay, to determine whether teeth 
need straightening. Your dentist 
will want to see your child’s milk 
teeth even before the permanent 
teeth come in. 

Uncompensated poor vision may 
result in squints and frowns or a 
habitual head-to-side posture. The 
eyes should be examined by an eye- 
physician if there is any suspicion 
of weakness or poor vision. Fortu- 
nately the schools catch any gross 
visual defects and bring them to 
the attention of the parents. Home 
rules. for reading should include 
these: no reading in a bad light, 
or while ill or convalescing (unless 
the doctor permits). No reading 
while lying down. 

Last but not least, dont make 
this beauty business a _ tiresome 
chore for your child.

Finally he got a job as an office 
boy in the B. F. Keith offices in 
Boston and with the savings from 
that job, once more tackled New 
York with the idea of becoming an 
agent. His first clients were Van 
and Schenck and as side lines to 
his agency, Grady operated a night 
club and a public beach. 

Among the Grady “discoveries” 
and clients during the time he was 
running his New York agency were: 
Eleanor Powell, Patsy Kelly, Cary 
Grant, James Cagney, Joan Blon- 
dell, Ruby Keeler, Bob Hope, W.C. 
Fields, Al Jolson, Belle Baker, So- 
phie Tucker, Paul Whiteman and 
Busby Berkeley, who is now a top- 
notch director on the M-G-M lot. 

In 1928 Grady went into pictures 
as Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s show re- 
porter and after three years of that, 
he came out here to the Coast as 
casting director. For the past 10 
years he has been chief talent 
scout for the studio. 

Dapper, profane and Irish, Billy 
Grady is 5 feet 11 and weighs 165 
pounds. He buys his shoes in the 
boys’ department and wears girls’ 
anklets because he hates men’s 
socks. He never goes to bed before 
three in the morning and nightly 
holds court at one or the other of 
Hollywood’s famous hot spots. 
Warm-hearted and outspoken, he 
has an almost fanatical love of and 
devotion to the movie business. 

Known as one of the easiest 
movie executives in Hollywood to 
see, Grady’s office has all the at- 
mosphere of a madhouse. Phones 
ring, people dash in and out, and 
Grady himself shouts, swears and 
pulls his hair. On the grand piano 
he keeps a shillalah “to belt ‘em 
in the pants when thep need taking 
down a notch.” And over his desk 
hangs an illustrated motto: “A 
halo has only to fall a few inches 
to become a noose.”

The spade finesse still had to be 
taken, and it lost. 

North was to blame for the tre- 
mendous “swing” against his team, 
He failed to read the clear message 


in South’s jump heart bid. After 
the two diamond opening and 
North’s raise, South’s second bid 


could not have been justified if his 
heart suit had been shorter than 
five cards. North should have fig- 
ured that with diamonds as trump, 
South would be able to discard 
only one loser from North on the 
fifth heart, but that with hearts as 
trump, South's longer diamond suit 
(longer, because it was lower rank- 
ing, yet had been bid first) would 


permit the discard of two black 
cards from the North hand. 
Obviously, this logical thinking 


on North’s part would have led to 
a far different result. North should 
have shown his liking for South's 
second suit and the grand slam 
then would have been bid in hearts. 
Two of North’s spades would have 
found safe haven on South’s long 
diamonds, and the spade queen 
then could have been safely ruffed,
